Oct. 21 has been made the dead¬ 
line on the sale of Navy League 
tickets. Those persons who have 
not'Yet purchased their tickets to 
fortune are asked to do so as 
quickly as possible. Books of tick¬ 
ets are available at practically 
all local stores. The draw will take 
place sometime during November, 
the date to be published in the 
press shortly. 


Coleman Subscribes $400 of $500 
Quota in First Two Days; Belle- 
vue-Hillcrest Subscribes $350 of 
$400 Quota; Blairmore Sub¬ 
scribes $100. 

Results of the first two days of 
the Salvation Army Red Shield 
campaign in the Pass indicate that 
the $1,200 quota will be attained 
in the matter of a few days. 

Bellevue-Hillcrest, with a $400 
quota, led the way, with subscrip¬ 
tions totalling $350. The miners 
voted $300 at their last meeting 
and business men came through 
with $50. A number of places have 
yet to be canvassed. 

Coleman was very close on Belle- 
vue-Hillcrest’s heels, with $400 
subscribed for a $500 quota. Both 
mines were canvassed on Monday 
under the supervision of campaign 
chairman Mack Stigler. At Inter¬ 
national $190 was subscribed. Jbis 
was $40 in excess of last year. At 
McGillivray $140 was subscribed, 
this being $50 over last year. The 
business section subscribed $50. 
Other points came through with 
$20. A number of points, such as 
Sentinel, Lime Kiln, etc., are still 
to be canvassed and it is confident¬ 
ly expected that the $500 quota 
will be attained. 

Blairmore has only canvassed 
part of the business section and 
secured $100. It is expected that 
in this town the canvass will have 
to be made from door to door.

Pass Committees Held Meeting 

at Blairmore Monday Evening; 

Parade Will Last Four Hours. 

At Blairmore on Monday even¬ 
ing the chairmen of all committees 
pertaining to the Victory Celebra¬ 
tion met to further discuss plans. 
Representing Coleman were G. 
Derbyshire, H. Houghton, C. D. 
Rogers, M. W. Cooke, Mack Stig¬ 
ler and A. Balloch. Blairmore, 
Frank, Bellevue and Hillcrest were 
also well represented. 

Mayor Enoch Williams, of Blair¬ 
more, was appointed permanent 
chairman, and Sam McDowell, of 
Blairmore, permanent secretary. 

Frank, Bellevue and Hillcrest 
representatives, who have not yet 
organized their committees, agreed 
with the Coleman and Blairmore 
committees that the day the peace 
flashes are received it will be a 
day of spontaneous celebration. 
The day following the news will 
be one of worship and thanksgiv¬ 
ing. The second day following the 
flashes will be one of point cele¬ 
bration with the Pass committee 
combining in the huge parade that 
will visit all towns. 

Efforts will be made to have the 
band now practising at Bellevue 
and comprising sixteen members, 
to combine with the Coleman band 
of twenty or more members. The 
Pass Cadets will be asked to com¬ 
bine so that a bugle and trumpet 
band can be organized. 

It was agreed that the parade 
will gather at Coleman at 1 p.m. 
on the second day following the 
peace flash. At one o’clock a brief 
ceremony will be held, details of 
which will be revealed at a later 


date. After Coleman the parade 
will move to Blairmore and so on 
down to Hillcrest or Bellevue. It 
is to be noted that the parade 
time has been shortened from pre¬ 
vious published plans. This is to 
show consideration to the children 
which are expected to take part in 
the parade. Four or five hours was 
considered long enough for the 
children to be away from their 
parents without food or refresh¬ 
ment.

The unusual economic 
conditions created by war tend to set up that dangerous spiral of rising 
prices and wages which ultimately ends in complete financial disaster. 
Almost every country, including Canada, suffered frcm inflation during the 
last war, and the lessons learned then have resulted in widespread efforts 
to avoid this condition again. In Canada, Britain, and the United States, 
measures have been taken to control prices and wages and to prevent un¬ 
warranted increases in either of these items.

Will Need Horses 

Canada Mill Play Large Part In 
Supplying Europe 

Canadian breeding stock may play 
a large part in re-building the live¬ 
stock herds of Europe when the war 
is over. Particularly in the restor¬ 
ation of farm power, the horse will be 
required, and some idea of the com¬ 
ing demand for horses may be gained 
from the estimates of the declining 
numbers of horses in the various 
countries since the war began, 
is estimated that the numbers of 
horses in Britain, Holland, and Bel¬ 
gium have been reduced by half, 
Russia by one-third, and that only 
one-third of the original numbers of 
horses has been left in Poland. [ 
Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, and 
Greece. Germany, by plundering the 
other nations, is believed to have as | 
many horses, if not more, than when I 
the war began. However, say the 
authorities, the task of supplying 
farm power to help in the restoration 
of agriculture in the devastated 
countries is going to be a tremen¬ 
dous one and is .expected to result 
in a strong demand for Canadian 
horses for some time to come.

Had Their Difficulties 


SAFE MILK AND WATER 

Once more it becomes necessary to 
call attention to the importance of 
safe milk and water," the magazine 
Health, organ of the Health League 
of Canada, says editorially: 

“Everyone in Canada should know 
that milk which is not pasteurized 
is never completely safe. Those on 
vacation especially should realize 
that milk and water may be a source 
j of disease. It is unnecessary to call 
j attention to the types of disease 
j which may be caused by raw milk or 
! contaminated water. It is sufficient 
| to know that disease may be carried 
by milk or water and to act accord¬ 
ingly. 

“For those vacationing in parts of 
Canada where milk is not pasteurized, 
there is a simple method of home 
pasteurization which properly used is 
as effective in making milk safe as 
any more elaborate procedure. All 
that is necessary is to heat the milk 
to 145 degrees Fahrenheit in a 
double boiler, hold it at this tempera¬ 
ture for half an hour, and rapidly 
chill it. The milk should then be 
kept in a cool place, preferably on 
ice. Ordinarily it is sufficient to heat 
the milk on the front of the stove 
until it reaches the required tem¬ 
perature and then move it to the 
back of the stove for half an hour 
before chilling. An ordinary dairy

Explanations and Comments 

David's Plan to Build a Temple not 
Approved by God, II Samuel 7:1-7. 
In a time of peace, from all his 
enemies round about, David told the 
prophet Nathan that his great desire 
was to erect a suitable building for 
the sacred ark, which was unworth¬ 
ily housed in the tabernacle while 
he himself dwelt in a palace of cedar. 
This plan seemed good to Nathan, 
but that night he was made aware 
that it did not meet God’s approval; 
David was not the man to build the 
temple nor was the time ripe for such 
a project. 

David’s Son Should Build the Tem¬ 
ple and David’s House Should Be 
Established for Ever, II Samuel 7: 
8-17. Nathan told David that his 
past experiences of God’s care were 
earnest of the future, that he 
should have a great name, that his 
son should build the temple, and his 
house and his kingdom should be 
made secure for ever. "If we con¬ 
sider how David’s dynasty really 
came to an end as a reigning family 
some five hundred years after, we see 
that the language addressed to him 
was not exhausted by the fortunes 
of his family. God's words implied 
that it was in David's line that the 
promise of Abraham was to be ful¬ 
filled—‘In thee and in thy seed shall 
all nations of the earth be blessed’.” 
(Blaikie). 

David’-s Reaction to the Message: 
His Gratitude to God for His Promise,
